the population was sitting around on 
oarb-stonon and dry-gocda boxes, waiting 
for the other bait to furnish pipes acd 
tobacco, and that there were general de- 
pression and retrogression; while another 
°olumn not far distant declares that the 
banking capital aud surplus have in- 
creased one and one-halt millions of

as will be seen from the following edi- 
torial note from that paper: "By ft re- 
cent decision of the United States cir- 
cuit court of Wisconsin, women in that 
state have tbe right to vote in all city 
lections. AbDut three years ago a bill 
was introduced m the state senate giving 
women the right to vote at all elections 
pertaining to school matters. In the 
customary slip-shod way the bill was 
harried through both houses uudsr tho 
impression that. it simply authorized 
women to vote for school officers, 
measure which nearly everybody opprov- 
ed of. Xhe bill was then submitted to 
the people and having received a major- 
ity ot the votes oast became 'a law. 
And then came the 
surprise which 


was probably foreseen by tho man who 
drew rp tho bill. At the municipal 
elections last spring o largo number of 
women claimed the right to vote for 
mayor, controller and members of tho 
common council on the ground that the 
words of the act, "all elections pertaining 
'o school matters" referred to such 
officers. A test case was aade up for 
tho circuit court wh<ch has sustained the 
women. And so to its intense eurpriee 
Wisconsin, finds that it has, without 
:nowing it, given tho ballot to women. 
The law cannot be repealed except by 8 
popular vote and as tho women have a 
ight to vote on the Question they hove 
.he matter ia their own hsneb."

Sur- 
rounded on all sides by tho forces of civiliza- 
tion; all tbo reservations closed In and pressed 
upon by ever-Increasing masses of population, 
mado up of Impetuous, daring and aggressive 
settlors, miners, ranchmen and traders; with 
no possibility of removal to other reservations 
or of escape Into mountain fastnesses, tbe only 
alternative presented to tbo Indian race Is ab- 
solute extinction or a quick entrance into the 
palo of American civilization," 


Ho compliments tbe Indian Freehold law nnd 


its workings, but after reviewing tho statistics 
of Indian educational matters he says: 


"I auvn no pleasure In contemplating or in. 


stating any unpromising features of ourwork 
among tho Indians; but I am convinced that if, 
fortbolr transition from tho old to the better 
and more systematic llro, wo oontiuuo to de- 
pond so fully upon tbe powers of attraction, onr 
Government will continue to be troubled with 
tho Indian problem for an Indefinite period. 


"I am porsuadcd that tho question of compul- 


sory education of all tno Indian youth of tlio 
tribes and bands under tho care or the General 
Government is worthy of early an J scrlotis con- 
sideration. 
Any movement ii: this direction 


should have tbo full warrant of the law, and tha 
methods proscribed should bo wisely adopted 
and as nearly uniform as practicable, ana 
should bo kindly and Judicious.;;, but llrmly, 
enforced.11
